ant excitement of the trip, with the 
least possible participation In the pub- 
lic receptions, might prove as bene- 
ficial to her as to the president. 

It has been known in Washington by 
almost everybody, although the sub- 
ject has not been discussed in the 
new spa p«. for reasons of considera- 

tion for the , -estdent and his house- 
hold, that Mrs. McKinley was an in- 
valid of the most delicate sort, sub- 
ject at all times , to paroxysms that 
were distressing and the approach of 
which always has made necessary the 
watchful attendance of a kind and ex- 
perienced person to give the invalid 
prompt and intelligent assistance. 

Those who have had intimate knowl- 
edge of the peculiarities of Mrs. Mc- 
Kinley’s affliction have entertained 
grave doubts of ht r ability to make the 
trip across the country, confined to the 
small stateroom of a small railway oar 
and In such a torrid climate ns that 
which prevails almost always through- 
out the nrid region of the southwest. 
Some of the stronger men of the presi- 
dent's party were affected badly by 
this trip, and those who heard the re- 
ports concerning the men wondered 
whether Mrs. McKinley would not be 
unfavorably affected by the heat, dust 
and frequent contact with excited 
crowds. 

There is considerable speculation 
about the effect of Mrs. McKinley's Ill- 
ness on society In Washington after 
her recovery and return. It is reported 
that two years ago Mr. McKinley was 
advised to let it be known that his wife 
was an invalid and could not discharge 
the duties of “first lady of the land.” 
It is said that the president favored 
the Idea and suggested it to Mrs. Mc- 
Kinley, but that she refused to enter- 
tain it for a moment and that she has 
since rigidly performed the duties of 
mistress of the White Uouso at consid- 
erable personal sacrifice and injury to 
her health. 

Iler present illness has led to positive 
assertions that upon the return of the 
presidential party the president will 
take the action contemplated two years 
ago. 

FOUND BIRDS IN BED. 

Eagrer Girl Students of Ornithology 
Went to Wood* Too Early. 

Long before the birds were out of 
their nests the other morning the 70 
j*irl students of a Tarrytown boarding 
school, who were eager to study orni- 
thology, were out in the woods, says 
the New York Press. The girls were 
told the night before that the watch- 
man would call them at 3 a. m., but 
they were so excited over their pro- 
spective trip that they couldn’t sleep 
soundly, and all were up before the 
watchman made his rounds. They 
wore golf skirts and capes, heavy shoes 
and light caps and were accompanied 
by Professor Bigelow and Miss Mason. 

When the party set out, the moon 
and stars were still in evidence, and 
when they reached the woods they 
found that the birds were still enjoy- 
ing their night’s rest, so they had to 
amuse themselves as best they could 
until sunrise, when the birds began to 
chirp. They discovered about 20 va- 
rieties of birds.

Girls are supposed to be as 
much afraid of a snake as they are of 
a mouse, but the students showed that 
when it comes to a snake they don’t 
know fear. In fact, there was a strug- 
gle among the girls ns to who should 
have the honor of capturing the reptile. 
The snake was carried home In tri- 
umph. 

Besides studying the birds and cap- 
turing the snake, the girls gathered a 
collection of flowers. Among them 
was a showy orchid, a rare plant in 
the vicinity of Tarrytown. 

Going: to Bailneia In Automobiles. 

Several owners of large touring auto- 
mobiles who spend their summers in 
Westchester county and are forced to 
come into New York every day are now 
making the trips on their machines, 
says the New York Sun. The favorite 
route leads down through Pelham Bay' 
park, and every morning between 8 
and 0 a procession of these big auto- 
mobiles goes whizzing down the road 
bound for New York, each carrying 
three or four men.

Cleaning Woolen Fabrics.

By this simple 
process I have known cream tan broad- 
cloth coats and skirts, so much worn 
now, entirely freshened and cleaned. 

Grease spots must be removed by 
solvents or absorbents. If the spot be 
fresh and the color of the fabric will 
not be changed by heat, the easiest 
method of removal Is to place white 
[ blotting paper above and under the 
spot aDd then to stand an iron on It not 
hot enough to color the paper. Anoth- 
er effective measure Is to cover the 
! spot with pulverized French chalk, 
dry, or with the same chalk or fuller’s 
earth moistened in benzine, to remain 
24 hours and then he renewed If neces- 
sary, always brushing It off, however, 
with a soft brush. — Ella Morris
